Wasntnoroyr, D. C., March 4—Washington enter- 
tains to-day a hundred thousand strangers They 
began to come before the dedication of the monu- 
ment and have been coming all day and night ever 
since. They have come in family parties, in 
clubs, and companies and regiments The hotels 
were filled a week ago and private boarding-houses 
and dwellings have done what they could do to 
lodge the she!terless and feed the hungry. Never- 
theless, not a few of the late comers, who brought 
little besides their patriotic memories and exultant 
hopes tramped the avenues last night from neces- 
sity and breakfasted this morning with coffee and 
sendwich venders of the markets and street cor- 


ners. 
THE MORNING OPENED HAZILY, 


but with excellent promise of fair weather which 
was fulfilled before 9 o'clock. The throngs were 
abroad early, walking and riding from point to 
point to see what they could of the public buildings, 
parks, statues and monument before the great 
event of the day bevran. Fifing and 
drumming and marching of clubs and troops were 
enlivening elements of the early forenoon, while 
morning serenades tendered to popular political fa- 
vorites served to amuse and interest the partici- 
pants and crowas. Whatever it is possible to do 
with scantiing and boards and bunting and gilt to 
bedeck a town for an occasion, Washington has un- 
dertaken and performed.

He spoke without manuscript, but occasionally 
consulted small prepared notes. His voice was clear 
and resonant, and he slowly enunciated his words, 
and occasionally turned about at pauses, as if to 
note the effect of his remarks.

When he first began, the crowd applauded when- 
ever he paused to take breath, but after awhile con- 
tented itself with cheering him as he made his 
principal points. His reference to the prohibition 
of foreign contract labor called out oud and long 
continued applause, but his aliusion to Civil Ser- 
vice Reform met with faint response, 
TAKING THE OATH. 

The address was very brief and at

They did not understand the situation and, 
very naturally, they made a bad bargain, a worse 
bargain, indeed, than at first 
giance. You instance, 
u number of U S. 4 per cents were sold. at a pre- 
mium, of course, and the proceeds invested in buy- 
ing up Missouri bonds on a 8 per cent. basis. I do 
not believe that you will find that this paid, despite 
the fact that a premium was received. ‘Ihe premi- 
um did not equal the difference between 3 per cent 
and4per cent. The way of doing business has 
been altogether wrong. If the State wants to buy 
bonds or to sell bonds, it should advertise for bids, 
and let the element of competition enter iato the 
business. 

“If the State had advertised for these pur- 
chases, could * have sold them tbe 
bonds at $151,623 50 less than the figures paid by 
the Fund Commissioners?” 

“Certainly I could have done so. I would not ask 
for a better thing than to sell those bonds to the 
State at $150,000 less than they paid for them, for 
this reason, that iu figuring upon the excess paid 
by the State the highest figures of each month 
were the only elements upon which the caiculation 
was based.
